Then,  before  you  visit  a radio  station,  you  can  check  the 

directory  to  learn  what  wire  service  the  station  subscribes  toj 

combine  the  two  pieces  of  information  and  you  usually  can  tell  if 

the  station  receives  your  report* 

When  you  visit  a radio  station,  the  Farm  Program  Director 

(if  the  station  has  one)  is  the  logical  man  to  ask  for*  Second 

choice,  the  Program  Director,  You  may  find  changes  from  the  names 

given  in  the  directory,  because  radio  people  seem  to  do  a lot  of 

moving,  but  generally,  the  name  of  a former  staff  member  is  a better 

door-opener  than  no  name  at  all. 

If  a station  receives  your  report  but  does  not  use  it,  there 

may  be  a perfectly  good  reason,  or  it  may  be  your  cue  for  some  friendly 

persuasion  based  on  what  you  know  of  production  in  the  stations  area* 
If  a station  does  not  receive  your  report  because  its  wire  service 
dpesnH  provide  it,  the  station  can  exert  the  most  influence  in 
persuading  the  wire  service  to  carry  it*
